TO TiSrOWW QOM. 

Terhaps one of the saddest t vents couuoctid with the history 
of this city involving the buddeu passing of a human soul, occurred 
here on a hot August afternoon in 1900. On this particular occasion 
a small group of gentlemen were sitting in the bhady yard of thi- 
cour house, conversing informally on general topics, when an ageil 
pedestrian, tall and neatly dris.std, whom no one seemed to know, 
approached and asked iu police accents if he might ait a wliile and 
rest, as he had been walking all day. We welcomed him and he took 
. R seat. 

He proved to l)e a man ol affable manners and diversified knowl- 
edge, and from the wry first we were charmed with his singular 
magnetism, .\lthough his brow was pale, he seemed physically 
robust. His long white hair and beard gave him the appearance of 
an aged proplii-t marching alonp the last lap of lifes rugced path- 
way; and as we looked on his kindly, serene face, which seemed to 
difihise a kind of subdued radiance, we fislt instinctively the pres- 
ence of a man who was following in the footsteps of HIM whose 
pity is infinite and whose love nudergirds the vast world. 

There could be no mistake. Certainly lofty souls, refined and 
oast forth from the abyss of some frightful suffering or misfortune, 
at times manifest these strange, luminous phenomena. Here, indeed, 
was the rare and tranquil beantgr of age— 4he refleeted splendor of 
a profound internal peace.

fntara orchards. The care that is 
given the young trees from the time 
they arrive at the railroad station un- 
til they are planted plays a Urge part 
In determining whether «r aat they 
live, Mr. MagUl says. 
Trees from the nursery should be 
'eled in at some spot convenient to 
the orctiard site Just sa soon as pos- 
sible attor they arrive. This is done 
ciy digging a trench dep enough 
fully cover the roots and sloiilng coii- 
Biderably more to one side than it does 
on the other. The trees are then sep- 
arated and their roots placed close to- 
gether along the trench with the 
trunks on the sloping side. The soil Is 
then carefully worked la around the 
TJoiA and tramped down aolld. 

A good way to keep tha tree roou 
from drylnc out while the planting is 
being done Is to put tiwm In a harrel 
or tnh half full ot a thick mud made 
by mixing water and clay solL The 
barrrt or tub aad the treea oaa be 
moved easily from plaea to plaee If 
they are placed on a sled or wagon, 
Most commeroial growera of the state 
prefer to plant their treee in the tall, 
since the soil is more tillable at this 
time and becomee firmly settled 
around the roots of tho young trees 
before they start growing In the 
spring. However, If bad weather stops 
the planting before the trfees are all 
set thoao that are left can be heeled 
ill and kept over for spring plantin 
T^amage from rabbits to the newly set 
trues can be stopped by putting poul 
II y netting two feet high around them. 

Apple trees are best planted about 
15 by 35 fool and peach trees about 
24 by 24 feet apart When the holes for 
the trees are being dug, the top and 
sub eoll shrould be kept separate ho 
that tlio rleher top soil oan be placed 
tronnd the root* of the trees.
